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SUMMARY OF PROGRESS AND PROJECTED PROGRAMS 
March 1977 



The Select Committee on Assassinations met March 7 in 
open session to review and adopt rules; final amendments were made, 
and the rules were adopted. In addition, other Committee business 
was acted upon. Another meeting was held March 9, primarily in 
closed session, to update investigations and issue subpoenaes. 

A hearing was held March 11 in open session with two witnesses from 
Shelby County, Tennessee, testifying regarding the assassination 
of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. Another open hearing was held March 
16 with one witness, presently of Florida, appearing with regard 
to the assassination of John F. Kennedy. The Committee met in 
closed session March 17. Another meeting was held in open session 
March 23 at which the FY1977 budget- was adopted; also, in closed 
session, the Committee received briefings on the latest findings 
in both investigations. Throughout the month a report to the 
House of Representatives, as required by H.Res. 222 to be filed 
by March 31, 1977, was worked on and finally approved by the Com- 
mittee March 23. The report. House Report 95-119, was filed with 
the Clerk on March 28, 1977. The Committee was continued by vote 
of the House of Representatives on March 30, 1977. On March 31 
the Subcommittee on the Assassination of John F. Kennedy met in 
closed session for briefing and issuing of subpoenaes. Substantial 
progress was made in both investigations through the month. Some 
travel for investigative purposes was performad, although limited 
funds curtailed such travel. 

In April the Committee will continue to actively investi- 
gatethe assassinations of Dr. King and President Kennedy. The 
Committee hopes to receive action by the House on its funding 
resolution for FY1977 in April.
